Le- 
gardo, who but recently returned from 
the United States, talked of the trip, 
and Aguinaldo, who seemed greatly in- 
terested, smiled and asked numerous 
questions. He inquired particularly 
as to what President McKinley said, 
and seemed anxious to know what was 
thought of him in the United States. 

He was rather reluctant to talk for 
publication, and considered every ques- 
tion particularly before answering. He 
sald he wae doing all he could to assist 
in the pacification of the Filipinos, and 
expressed himself as surprised at whac 
the Americans had accomplished. When 
he was first captured, he went on to 
say, he was greatly astonished to find 
that a majority of the Filipinos enter- 
tained the opinion that American sev- 
ereignty was preferable to indepen- 
dence, but now he was inclined to be- 
lieve that way himself. 

He explained that after the dissolu- 
tion of the insurgent forces and the 
declaration of warfare, the 
chiefs had operated to all intents and 
purposes independently. They recog- 
nized him as contmander-in-chief, send- 
ing him reports ®>casionally, and he 
issued some orders, but for the last 
seven months communication had been 
difficult, and he had been sep-

“I am now urging in the strongest 
possible manner,” said Aguinaido,

1884. The former floods were eartier, 
when the weather was cold, causing 
much distress among the homeless 
people 


While this flood ts not so hard on the 
people driven from their homes, it !s 
much harder on the crops and fruits 
that are well advanced. The property 
loses in the rural districts cannot be 
estimated. It wiil be very large. The 


homeless people will not be kept away 
from their homes as long as they were 
during former floods, which, in some 
cases, have lastéd as many weeks in 


the winter as this will continue days 
in the spring. The highest stage of 
the river will be reached at Parkers- 
burg tomorrow, and here the next 
day, and at the mouth of the Ohio be- 
fore the week is out. 

The Weather Bureau here tonight 
gave out the Statement that the Ohio 
River in the Cincinnati district gener- 
ally was above the danger line from 
one foot at Cincinnati to fourteen feet 


at Point Pleasant, and rising at an ;™ 


average of two inches an hour. It in- 
dicates that the rise would continue 
at Cincinnati! until Wednesday, when 
the river will become stationary, and 
soon begin falling. The bureau pre- 
dicts fifty-four feet here tomorrow 
morning, and fifty-six feet tomorrow 
evening. 

The most encouraging information 
received by the Weather Bureau was 
from Parkersburg, where tlere was a 
rise of only one foot all day, and «a 
stage of only forty-two feet was re- 
corded, where the local river men had 
anticipated forty-eight. It was ex- 
pected that the river would begin [fall- 
ing at Parkersburg tomorrow. At 
Point Pleasant, another critical place 
further down the river, the water was 
rising much more slowly. 

At Pomeroy, which is located in a 
great bend, the suffering tonight ts 
reported less than in former foods: 
The large furnaces of the salt trust 
are located here, and they have suf- 
fered much loss, as well as the lum- 
ber men, the electric inter-urban lines, 
the light and other corporations, Sim- 
jlar conditions exist at Minersville, but 
all points in the Pomeroy bend ercaped. 
The reports from other up-river points 
that suffered so severely during other 
floods indicate that no outside help is 
needed, and that there has been no 
loss of life.

Bank Examiner J. W. Maxwell, 
now in possession of the bank as tem- 
porary receiver, still says that he is 
unprepared to give out a statement of 
the affairs of the bank. 

The bodies of the dead president and 
cashier were prepared for burial at the 
morgue, and were removed last night 
to their respective homes. 

The scenes of grief and the utter 
prostration of the wives and families 
of the dead officials at their homes is 
pitiful in the extreme. A. W. Brown, 
the dead president’s aged father, was 
reported in a dying condition today as 
a result of the affair.

In the vital question cf education. 
the rock-foundation of the future, the 
Dutch have put their principles of 
colonization severely to the test. In 
this, as in all other matters, their de- 
termination not to Interfere with the 
traditions of the natives has been the 
guiding rule, and so the schools are 
conducted in the native tongue. “One 
of the most tactful measures,” says 
an authority on the subject, “em- 
ployed by the Dutch to appease the na- 
tives and ease the burden of Dutch 
dominion, which the Dutch ever seek 
to conceal, is the use of the native 
languages in all of their relations and 
intercourses with the natives.” 

In nearly all colonies founde. by the 
great nations, both in modern as well 
as in ancient times. the conquering 
nation has forced its language upon 
the conquered people, but the Dutch 
have found it far more practical, far 
more to their advantage, to learn the 
languages of the various races they 
govern. AS.an example of it may 
be mentioned that Queen Wilhelmina 
is now studying Javanese with great 
assiduity.

SECOND STREET LINES. 
PROPERTY OWNERS’ TROUBLES. 

A “jawing match,” which was any- 
thing but in tune with the dignity of 
the Council, took place on the floor 
yesterday, regarding the establishment 
of the lines of Second street from 
Bunker Hill avenue to Fremont ave- 
nue. Several people tried to talk ar 
once with such degrees of success that 
the question at issue became very 
much obscured to every one but the 
men talking.

Recently the City Engineer has 
given stakes on the King survey and 
improvements have been made. In 
some places retaining walls have been 
bullt and curbs laid. Yesterday Mr. 
Walker, at the request of property 
Owners, he says, introduced an ordi- 
mance establishing the lines according 
to the Compton survey. 


The people who have made improve- 
ments in accordance with stakes fur- 
nished by the City Engineer's office. 
object to having the street moved 
away from or onto their property, as 
the case may be.

FIRST FRANCHISE. 
JEFFERSON-STREET ROAD. 
On motion of Councilman Bowen the 
Council yesterday voted to advertise 
for bids on a franchisee for an electric 
street railroad to run on Jefferson 
etreet from Wesley avenue to the west 
city Mmits. This is the first street- 
railway franchise to be advertised by 
the city under the neW Broughton law. 
The notice of sale has been care- 
fully prepared by the City Attorney. 
It has already received extended notice 
in there columns. Some new provisions 


were inserted at the last moment, but. 


they were of a trifling nature. The 
term of the franchiee is fixed at forty 
years. A bond of $25,000 will be exacted 
from the successful bidder. Sealed pro- 
posals will be received until May 27. 

When the bids are opened, any rival 
bidder can secure a right to the fran- 
chise by raising the bid 10 per cent. and 
the original bidder may then outbid 
him by 10 per éent., and so on. If the 
money is not paid into the treasury In 
twenty-four hours the franchise re- 
verts from the higheet bidder to the 
next highest_and in this manner may 
revert back to the original highest bid- 
der, even though his. bid be $1. It is 
thought that this provision will enable 
the companies to perpetrate a good 
deal of chicanery through straw bid- 
ders.
